THAT Tom Miller, Mayor, be and he is hereby suthorized and directed to
execute for and on behalf of the City of Austin a contract with the National
Housing Agency, Federal Public Housing Authority, substantially in accordance
with the terms and provisions of the negotiated contract attached hereto and
made a part of this resolution for all purposes, such contract to cover Project
No. TEX-V-U1739, being for the construction end operation of temporasry dwelling
accommodations, consisting of approximately one hundred thirty (130) femily
dwelling units, to be located on the Butler Tract owned by the City of Austin,
south of the Colorado River,
